THE corner-stone of the Clark Univer- 
sity was laid at Worcester, Mass., on the 
22d, with appropriate ceremonies and in 
the presence of a large concourse of peo- 
ple.

THE death is announced of Waldemar 
Adolph Thisted, the Danish poet and 
novelist, in his seventy-third year. 

THE japanning oven at the worksof J. 
H. Sessions & Sons at Waterbury, Conn., 
exploded on the 22d, instantly killing 
three persons and injuring several others. 

St. Louts had a $600,000 fire on the night 
of the 22d, in one of the principal business 
blocks down town. The Scarritt Furniture 
Company, Mitchell Furniture Company, 
Woolman, Todd & Co., boots and shoes, 
Leonhard Roos, furs, are among the prin- 
cipal losers. 

PERRY ACKERS entered the office of 
Mayor J. O. French, at Maxwell, Ia., on 
the evening of the 22d, and shot and 
killed him, also wounded T. B. Schmelzer. 
He afterwards shot himself, dying imme- 
diately. No cause is known for the 
tragedy. 

GILMORE’S BAND left St. Louis on the

ham, brothers. ‘Their bodies were liter- 
ally blown to atoms.

A TERRIFIC snowstorm was raging at 
Gaylord, Mich., and vicinity, on the 24th, 
and the snow was eight inches deep. 

JAMES KniGut, M. D., surgeon-in-chief 
of the hospital for the relief of the 
ruptured and crippled, in New York, is 
dead.

CrARLEs L. Pnittaips, president of the 
defunct Columbian Bank of Philadelphia, 
has fled the country, having sailed for 
Havre on the 22d. His departure was sud- 
den, and it is believed that he left the 
country to avoid criminal prosecution.

The girls is thirteen years old, and her 
parents are highly respectable. When 
Ramsey was arrested she seemed over- 
jzyed to get back to her father, and de 
clared that Ramsey had used more of 
force than persuasion to get her awny. 
He was fined twenty dollars for vagrancy 
and jailed in default, to await a requisi- 
tion. 

A severe storm visited New Orleans a 
few nights ago, with a rainfail of t*va 
inches, and the wind reached a relocity of 
forty-eight miles per hour. Trees, fences 
and buildings were biown down. Ke- 
ports from plantations along Morgan’s 
railroad, from Morgan City to New Or:

TELEGRAPH RATES. 


Mutual Union and Postal Tdlegraph Mev: 
ing up te Western Union Rates. 

New York, Oct. 28 —The next important 
step toward acomplete settlement of the 
telegraph war, probably second only to the 
purchase of the Baltimore & Ohio system 
the Western Union company, was taken 
Wednesday. An agreement has been made 
between the Mutual Union, the fighting eon- 
tingent of the Western Union company and 
the Postal Telegraph company, which now 
represents the only opposition. 

It is probable that this agreement merely 
foreshadows a perfect coalition, but the 
principal officers of both companies insisted 
that it covered onty an advance in unprofit- 
able rates. It was stated with much posi- 
tiveness that no purchase of the epposite 
lines was even contemplated, and at the 
office of the Postal Telegraph eompany it 
was said that a tariff in accordance with the 
agreement had not been made, 

While the fixing of rates wag not com- 
pleted the officers of the company were un- 
willing to talk on thesubject. The common 
opinion in Wall street was that the acquisi- 
tion of the Baltimore & Ohio lines by the 
Western Union was not announced until 
terms with the Mackay companies had been 
arranged, and that the present agreement 
was a natural sequence. It was anticipated 
that an advance in eable rates would be 
made immediately, and that, in fact the 
control of the opposition telegraph and 
cable lines was in the hands of the Western 
Union company. 

It was hinted that the doubt about the de- 
parture of Mr. Gould for Europe arose 
chiefly from the fact that the negotiations 
had not been completed at an earlier date, 
It is tolerably certain that some sort of an 
agreement exists between Mr. Gould and 
Mr. Maekay, and the proposed advance in 
rates by the Mutual Union and the Postal 
companies is generally acoepted as sufficient 


proof. 

Mr. Gould said in reply to an inquiry 
whether the agreement meant the absoption 
of the Mackay land and ocean lines: 

“T guess not. As I understand the situa- 
tion the Mutual Union and the Postal com- 
panies have agreed to advance rates to 
something near our tariff. They have been 

fighting each other, but the Western Union 
| is not greatly interested. I have not heard 
of any advance in cable rates.”

Baxtimmone, Oct. 27.—The municipal elec- 
tion held yesterday was a:emarkably quiet 
one, considering the fact that it was antici- 
pated that it would be om of extraordinary 
excitement and bitterness, The Republi- 
cans, aided by the Reform League, strained 
every nerve to oarry the city, but their 
efforte, so far as the mayoralty is concerned, 
were vain. The Democrats carried the city 
by a larger majority than that of 1885, La- 
trobe being elected mayor by 4,205 ma- 
jority. 

The Democrats also elect twelve first 
branch councilmen against eight for the 
Republicans. The second branch will stand 
seven Democrats, against three Republicans. 
The council election in 1885 retumned to the 
first branch thirteen regular Democrats, 
three fusion Democrats, and four fusion 
Republicans; and to the second branob six 
regular Democrats and four fusion Repub- 
licans. 

The total vote for mayor was 65,075, cast 
as follows; Latrobe, Demoorat, +4,€40; 
Bartlett, Republican, 30,435. Latrobe's 
majority 4,205. Hodge's, Democrat, major- 
ity in 1885 was 2,23), and the total vote cast 
was 59,564. 

The ordinance passed by the city council, 
authorising the borrowing of $1,000,000 on 
the issue of four per cent. bonis, for the 
completion of the Lake Clifton water works, 
was ratified by an overwhelming majority. 

William J. Ogden, Labor candidate for 
mayor, received ninety -eight votes.

Gold Discovered in Wisconsin. 

Wabash, Minn., Oct. 28.—Much excite 
ment prevails here over the discovery of 
gold and silver in largely paying quantities 
at Shoo Fiy, Wis., a point about twelve 
miles distant from this city, up the Chip- 
pewa river. The latest report from the 
assayer returns $10 to the ton in gold and

was a generally accepted idea until 
very lately that the fibers of the paper 
sheet close or lock together in the 
same way as animal hairin felt. At 
the beginning of this work even, paper 
is described as a felted sheet. Dr. 
Wurster sent us at the beginning of 
the present year the following come 
munication, from which it would ap- 
pear that paper is not felt, in the 
hitherto acceptation of the word, but 
simply ‘a confused mass of fiber.” 
Here is what Dr. Wuster says: 
“However great progress may have 
been made in telling what paper is, 
we have yet no correct explanation of 
the origin and nature of the paper 
sheet. It has become a matter 
of course to consider paper as a felt

When wet, 
or when its fibers have lost their 
elasticity by heat, paper can not be

An intelligent and practical builder 
states it as the result of his experience 
and observation that morter in the in- 
terior of walls, especially if it be eall- 
ed “rice mortar, is liable never to 
harden, to retain its soft consistency 
even for centuries; but this can only 
be the case where the interior ofthe 
wall is hermetically sealed against the 
external air, which method both ar- 
rests evaporation and shuts off the 
chemical operation of the atmosphere. 
The fact has been stated that in En- 
gland, not long ago, an architect dug 
into a stone wall three hundred years 
old and of considerable thickness, and 
took from between the stones a quanti- 
ty of mortar as soft as it must have 
been the day the wall was built, and 
discoveries of the same character have 
been made in other places. It is also 
stated that the possibility of such an 
occurrence may be tested ina very 
easv way, namly, by putting some rich 
mortar into a glass bottle and hermets 
ically sealing it—the fact being that 
it will never become any harder than 
when it was put intoit.-—™.
